NEW YORK, Feb. 14. (#)—Prices 
dropped to the lowest level in the 
history of the New York Rubber Ex- 
change today when meager support 
and commission-house buying failed 
to stem a wave of selling. December 
contracts closed nearly 4 cents a 


pound lower, September closed about 
3'_ cents lower and July was down 
almost as much. 

Selling pressure came upon the 
market from both domestic and for- 
eign interests, all evicently infiu- 
enced by a feeling of uncertainty re- 
garding the immediate future and 
weakness of the London market. 

Closing prices showed March, which 
glosed previously at 34.20 cents a 
pound, down to $1.40-31.60 cents; 
November, which had closed at 35.89 
down to 32.30-32.50 cents, and De- 
cember, which had closed at 36 cents, 
down to 32.30-32.50. 


Radio Helps Out

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14. (/)—-The 
radio, already a conqueror of the 
great Arctic wastes and ‘gloom dis- 
peller for many an isolated expedi- 
tion, has reached out to desolate Mt. 
Brukkaros in Southwest Africa to alle- 
viate the loneliness and frayed nerves 
of the National Geographic-Smith- 
sonian weather observers. 

News flickering in from the expedi- 
tion isolated on a Hottentot reserva- 
tion on the mountain sixty miles from 
the nearest white habitation, relates 
that Christmas Day was not only en- 
joyable, with an electric refrigerator 
keeping the party in fresh meat deli- 
cacies and the radio pulling in pro- 
grams from Johannesburg, Capetown 
and other South African stations. 

The radio set, a gift from the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, arrived 
the day before Christmas, said a let- 
ter from W. H. Hoover, in charge of 
the observatory, where solar observa- 
tions are being made to aid scientists 
in advancing the art. of long-range 
weather forecasting.

Representative La Guardia, Repub- 
fican, New York, who assailed the 
Ciplomatic wmmunity which enables 
foreign diplomats to bring liquor into 
the United States, failed in two, at- 
tempts to raise the amount for the 
Prohibition Bureau, once to $25,000,- 
000 and .again to $75,000,000.

Feng Yu-Hsiang to Take Part

Chiang Kai-Shek, who recently re-

PLAN CAMPAIGN | 
Feng Yu-Hsiang and Yen Hsi-Shan, 
Governor of the province of Shans!, 
who made an unsuccessful onslaught 
on Peking last year, are planning to 
participate in the campaign and to 
place their forces under the central- 
ized control of Chiang Kai-Shek, who 
two years ago led the Nationalists 
northward from Canton and snatched 
the Yangtse Valley for the northern- 
ers. 


The plans, as announced today, call 
for a push by the combined forces 
of Chiang and Feng northward into 
the provinces of Shantung and Chihli. 
Yen's troops will camcentrate north- 
west of Peking from Shansi and at- 
tempt a drive down the Peking-Suil- 
yuai Railway toward the northern 
capital.

Meanwhile news from foreign 
sources in Hankow, former headquar- 
ters of the Nationalists, asserts a 
political crisis is impending between 
the Hankow faction o% the National- 
ists and the Chiang Kai-Shek wing 
now in power at Nanking.

tations in the Matagalpa region. 

Although no, information could be 
obtained at marine headquarters 
here, it is understood that Sandino’s 
retreat was occasioned by the pres- 
sure of strong columns of marines 
who have been pushing out from 
Matagalpa into the threatened dis- 
tricts. Mounted marines are also 
said by the owners of plantations to 
be pursuing the guerrilla forces as far 
as possible. 

Sandino’s first objective is said to 
- Pena Bianca, “White Mountain,” 

a peak 5000 feet high, thirty miles 
northeast of Matagalpa, where he and 
his band will be almost as well pro- 
tected as at Chipote. 


CHOICE OF ROUTES 


Natives acquainted with him and 
familiar with his movements point 
out that there he will have three 
choices of procedure.

An everlasting BURIAL

The lew of average seems to te 
working full time in the Ventura-ave- 
nue field. The Associated Oil Com- 


pany got a bad break of luck there 
the other day and came right back 
with a stroke of good fortune which 
about evened things up. 

While trying to complete its Dab- 
ney & Lioyd No. 1 at a depth around | 
7000 feet, it developed a case of ool | 
lapsed casing which threatens to ruin | 
the hole. Apparently the collapse | 
occurred as « result of heaving in the 
perforated pipe just below 6100 feet. 

Blank pipe is set clear down wo 
6100 feet, so the crew can't plug back 
to upper sands, and the only chance 
to save the well is to sidetrack and 
drill past the ruptured casing. This 
may be difficult to do because the 
hole has already been sidetracked 
once for a full 1000 fcet at the bot- 
tom. To make things still worse the 
crew twisted off a bit while prowling 
around below the 6100-foot level. 

The turn of good luck came yester- 
day when Associated, undertaking to 
test what appeared to be a water 
sand in ite Lioyd No. 35, at 5600 feet, 
brought in ea producer making slight- 
ly less than 3000 barrels a day of 
perfectly clean oil.

On time as always, Charles A. Lind- 
bergh ended at St. Louis Monday evening 
an exploit as remarkable as Columbus's 
first trip across the Atlantic. Like that 
other great navigator, Lindbergh vayaged 
for the most part over uncharted routes, 
though he had unlike Columbus, known ob- 
jectives. Save for a single delay, that on 
his long hop from Washington to Mexico 
City, Col.: Lindbergh arrived at every desti- 
nation with a punctuality that was one of 
the most marvelous things about his trip. 
It was a tribute alike to the dependability 
of the best types of modern flying machin- 
ery and to his wonderful skill as a pilot. 


The last hour of his homing flight was 
his two thousand; three hundred and forty- 
first in the air In six years he has flown 
more than 200,000 miles, of which 40,000 
were reeled off in the plane which carried 
him across the Atlantic, the Spirit of St. 
Louis. This craft, soon to be placed im the 
Smithsonian Museum. at Washington, de- 
serves its place of honor. Like its pilot, it 
has stood every test, many of them of ex- 
treme difficulty,

FOREIGN LOANS HELP 


BY JOHN PARKE YOUNG 
Professor of Economics and Finance, 
Occidental College 

According w the Department of 
Commerce, American investors last 
year loaned to fore countries 
the enormous sum of $1,500,000,000. 
This amount, the largest on record, 
is exclusive of loans renewed or 


American fore 
mount up to over $13,000,000,000, 
or if the war debts to our Federal 
government are included, to more 
than $23,000,000,000. loans 
have helped foreign nations to buy 
increased amounts of American 
products, and have thereby been 
oe important factor in our prosper- 
ty. 


increasingly to the American mar- 
ket for its financing. It is inter- 


tively new to this country. Thir- 
teen years ago our investments 
abroad totaled little more than 
$2,000,000,000, and were largely in 
agricultural and industrial enter- 
prises in the neighboring countries 
of Canada, Mexico, and Cuba. At 
that time we were borrowing more; 
than we were lending, so that on 
net account we were a debtor na- 
tion. We are now the leading 
creditor of the world, owing 
about $3,000,000,000 and being 
about $23,000,000,000, 

Especially significant is the ef 
fect of the heavy outflow of capital 
upon our import and export trade. 
As the dollars loaned are utilized 
our export trade is enhanced. It 
makes no difference whether the 
borrower spends the money direct- 
ly in the United States or disposes 
of it to some one else who wants 
to purchase American goods, the 
money must eventually be spent in 
the American market, and in this 
way helps the American manufac- 
turer and influences the exporta- 
tion of American goods. A large 
export trade helps, among other 
things, to mitigate fluctuations in 
the domestic demand for com- 
modities. + 
Exports last year amounted to; 
$4,866,000,000 and were larger than 
imports by $682,000,000. This large 
export balance was almost double 
that of the previous year although 
exports themselves showed an ab- 
solute increase of only $60,000,000. 
The difference represents a de 
cline in the import trade. 

This decline in our imports is 
unfortunate, but probably is only a 
temporary situation, for the reason 
that interest and dividend pay- 
ments on the money loaned by the 
United States have increased to 
over $700,000,000 a year. Inasmuch 
as the payments must be made 
largely in commodities they . tend 
toward the expansion of our import 
trade. The indications are, there 
fore, that we will receive a larger 
and larger amount of foreign 
goods as time goes on. This will 
involve some competition with our 
domestic goods, but the continual 
readjustments that are always go-| 
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changes necessary without serious 
damage to the home producer. 
Furthermore, our imports are a 
relatively small percentage of our 
total domestic trade. 

The problem of the repayment of 
the $13,000,000,000 of commercial 
debt (omitting for the moment the 
political .debt,) without slumping 
our home market, is perhaps not as 
difficult as might at first appear. 
Startling as it may seem, these 
loans may nevér be repaid. The 
money has gone out as an invest- 
ment, and income rather than re-, 
payment of principal is. what is 
wanted. A few decades ago the 
eastern part of this country Was 
busy financing the West. How- 
ever, the economic and financial 
interests of the two sections 
have become so interwoven that 
the East is not now concerned with 
getting ite money out of the West. 
Similarly, the entire world is in| Gon@

TRACES ANCESTRY

Folger of San Fernando traces his 


ancestry to the same family branch as 
that to which Benjamin Franklin be- 
longed, according to an article in the 
Vineyard Gazette, Martha's Vineyard, 
Mass., a copy of which Mr. Folger 
has received. 

Franklin's mother, according to the 
article, was Abiah Folger, daughter 
of Peter Folger, Nantucket school- 
master. She was the second wife of 
Joeiah Franklin. W. B. Folger is a 
direct descendant of the Nantucket 
Folgers who came to America in 1635. 
The name Folger, according to the 
article, is found in Norfolk and Suf- 
folk as early as 1627. Franklin, the 
writer of the article states, derived 
his strong individuality from mater- 
nal influences traced through his 
mother to Peter Folger. 

“The circumstantial evidence,” the 
article concludes, “shows beyond 4a 
reasonable d-ubt that when the good 
ship Abigail sailed from Ipswich, Eng., 
in 1635 with the Folger family aboard 
bound for New England, she brought 
with her the origins of the surpass- 
ing genius of America’s greatest phil- 
osopher.” The San Fernando Folger 
has lived here for many years and is 
a pioneer of this valley. :
